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WITH THE AMERICAN FIFTH 

RMY IN ITALY (By Wireless) 
—The Negro flyers of the—pur- 
suit squadron wére having a cou- 
ple of days off from their steady 
work of strafing and dive-bomb- 
ing the Germans and covering Al- 
lied troops around the Sangro Ri- 
ver. "They were füll of pride and 
glee in their work and serious 
and anxious about their future as 
flyers. 

"If we can get regular Army 
commissions. .and...the...squadron 
stays a part of the Army," said 

' Capt. Charles B. Hall, who comes 
from Brazil, Ind., "I think 85 per 

.cent of us wil go on as Army 
pilóts after the war. It's the thing 
we know best. Were all young 
and most of us came out of school 
and college to,learn flying. If 
they give us a chance to show 
what we càn do in this new work 
—all kinds of flying, combat and 
maybe commercial flying, too—I 
think it will*help our people all 
over the United States." 

This is a thought which occu- 
pies the pilots of the — squadron 
much “more intimately than 
thoughts of death and danger. 
Their danger so far has come from 
the ground rather than the air. In 
the places where Capt. Hall and 
his fellows, have flown their P-40s 
—Aat Cap "Bon in Tunisia, over 
Pantelleria, in Sicily, and now on 
ihe British Eighth Army's Italian 
front. — German  fighter-plane 
strength has been thin. But there 
is plenty of hullabaloo on the 
ground. 

Germans behind anti-aircraft}; 
guns are serious business. Other 
Germang on the ground are very 
strange and very funny. 

"They fought sói long,” said 
Capt. Hall, “and here they still 
don't know what to do when our 
planes come over. They don’t even 
know which way to, go. They run 
or drive away from you and stay 
right in your gu n sights.”
